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A "WONDERPTJL OUT. 

Somo Account of Rotimchild'a $160,- 
000 Goblet. 

Baron Charles tie Rothschild, of 
Frankfortjhasrecently purchased for the 
enormous sum of 800,000f. ($160,000) | 
.i silver gilt cup by the celebrated j 
Jamnitzer, which is said to be a mar- j 
vellous work of art. This sum, accord- i 
ing to the Chroniqvedes Arts, is, as far I 
as it knows, the largost'price ever paid ! 
in modern times for a single object .of 
art. The work is the centre-piece of a ; 
(able service. The foot is composed of i 
a rock entirely covered with grasses 
and field flowers, on whicli disport 
themselves beetles, little lizards, locusts, I 
and snails. From this rises a figure of 
:i woman, emblematizing the earth, and 
bending in eloquent pose as she sup- 
ports on her head and her hands a tall 
chalice, decorated with grotesques, and 
topped by a cover, which terminates 
in a vase in tho form of a baluster,from 
which springs a bunch of leaves and 
(lowers. The silver gilt of which the 
cup is made has ornaments in opaque 
and translucont enamel- The gold- 
smithery of the sixteenth century is 
said to offer nothing inoro finished in 
execution, and which, though open to 
criticism possibly from tho standpoints 
both of taste and style, has its weak- 
nesses counterbalanced by tho wonder- 
ful perfection of all its details. 

The story of Baron Rothschild's ac- 
quisition of the work is quite curious. 
It formed part of tho estate of the late 
Nuremberg banker, Merkel, who died 
in 1S73, and whose hcira by common 
accord agreed to loan it, together with 
Albert Duror's portrait of Holchurclier, 
to the German Museum at Nuremberg, 
of which Jamnitzer's chef d'eeuvre be- 
came one of the greatest treasures. 
Indeed, the public, during the years 
it was on exhibition, thought it belong- 
ed to the museum. It was so arranged 
t.hat the work could not be taken away 
without joint consent of the heirs and 
a ministerial authorization. Some 
months ago the celebrated art work dis- 
appeared from the galleries, to tho great 
astonishment and consternation of the 
Nurembergers and the country in gen- 
eral. After a while it leaked out that 
a Frankfort dealer in art objects, the 
agent of Baron Rothschild, had appear- 
ed with the necessary papers from tho 
family and the minister, and the direc- 
tor of the museum had been obliged to 
deliver to him tho cup. The whole af- 
fair was conducted with great secrecy, 
and it is" certain that had it been known 
that tho object was for sale the director 
of the Nuremberg Museum, as well as 
those of many others, would havo com- 
peted with the present purchaser for iis

A PPIITOE'S DEATH. 

Tho Story of a STogro Slavo.Ownor in 
tho South. 

W'aurenton, Va., Jan. 9. — An aged 
negro/Hannibal Brown, wholived alone, 
was found dead Friday night. He had 
probably frozen to death a week ago. 
Ho was brought to this country from 
Africa in 1820. He affirmed that his 
father was a king. His former master 
received convincing proof of his royal 
birth, and emancipated him long before 
the war. Hannibal was a blacksmith, 
made money, invested it in slaves, and 
was, as far as known, tho only nogro in 
the United States who was a slavehold- 
er. From his slaves he required the 
homage due to his rank. Ho was de- 
voted to the cause of tho South during 
the war, as he believed in the right to 
own slaves. He refused to shoe horses 
for Federal soldiers. He was a short 
time during tho latter part of the war 
imprisoned in the old Capital at Wash- 
ington, as he was suspected of giving 
aid and information to Southern sol- 
diers. Everything he had was invest- 
ed in slaves. The war left him pen- 
niless. He has since managed to make 
a meagre living from blacksmithi ug. 
He never married, because ho could 
find no -woman of his race who was 
what he considered his equal by birth. 
He would not permit coloured people 
to visit him,

YALE SCHOOL. 

The explanation of tho provincial, 
secretary regarding the failure of the 
government to rebuild the Yale school- 
house after the disastrous fire is too at- 
tenuated to satisfy any person cogniz- 
ant with the facts. Mr. TTuMiuniEYs 
states that the Yale trustees were au- 
thorized to rent temporary quarters for 
tho accommodation of the children un- 
til funds for the erection of a perman- 
ent building had been provided by the 
House. But when the public are in- 
formed that at "tho time " tho school- 
house- was burned one third of the town 
went with it; that so far from there 
bring any unoccupied buildings the 
buildings which escaped the tire were 
overcrowded with inmates; that many 
roofs gave shelter to two and three 
families for weeks; that the hotels 
were so full that many guests were 
forced to sleep on the floors; that the 
railway stall took up their quarters in 
a stable; and that enormous rents were 
offered for " temporary quarters " by 
persons who had been burned out, the 
shallowness of the so-called explana- 
tion will be readily detected. It was 
mockery to instruct the trustees to 
rent premises when there were none to 
be had upon any terms; and even sup- 
posing the secretary's instruction to 
have been practicable, httss thai 
gentleman counted tho probable 
cost / A resident of Y r ale .says 
dint had any one of the store- 
keepers of . that town consented 
to vacate promises which would have 
been suitable for the purposes of the 
school ho would have charged a rent of | 
at least 8100 per month. The school- 
house went up in smoke and llamo in 
August— six months ago. . During 
those six months the trustees would 
have paid §G00 in rent for "tempor- 
ary cpiarters" When tho total cost of 
erecting a suitable building by the 
government would not have exceeded 
$800. It is this pennywise and pound- 
foolish system that has brought so 
much disgrace upon the present gov- 
ernment. To it may be traced the 
escape of the murderers of the Pool 
family at Lillooet, and tho assassina- 
tion of UssnF.it and Kelly at Kam- 
loops. Had the government moved 
swiftly when news of the Pool mur- 
der reached tho Capital the villians 
would not have had time afforded in 
which to destroy evidence that would 
have fastened upon them the Pool 
crime; and had the government respond- 
ed to poor U.ssiiEr.'H frequent demand 
for an expenditure of S100 to render 
Kamloops gaol secure the McLean 
boys and Hake would have been tho 
inmates of cellsat the very date on which 
they took to the highway. The effect 
at Yalo of the government policy has 
been to deprive some -10 or 50 scholars 
of the means of enjoying educational 
privileges in a district that is believed 
to have contributed in school tax alone 
in 1880 some 88000. The provincial 
secretary should "try, try again" for an 
excuse that the House can lx> induced 
to listen to with patience.

The Macdonald government, it' any- 
thing, is numerically stronger than 
when the contest began. They have 
carried, or will shortly carry, their 
railway scheme; and may then address 
themselves with confidence to the by 
no means difficult task of pacifying 
British Columbia by extending to her 
the scanty measure of justice to which 
the is entitled and without which she 
will never rest contour.

THE ATTS QUARTZ FIELD. 

Astonishing SUonnoss of the Rock- 

Mr. Allan Francis, jr., wlio arrived by 
the California from Sitka, informs us that 
the weather at Sitka had been very mild; 
somo rain but very little snow had fallon. 
Nothing was being done on tho Alaska 
quartz ledges, all the interest being con- 
centrated in tho Auk quartz field, where 
twenty men are wintering and building 
cabins tin a townsile that has beon laid 
out and nunied Harriaburgh, after Harris, 
tho discovororof tho quartz lodges. Those 
ledges aro located 50 miles north of Ta- 
kou river on a small stream 8 miles from 
salt water. Tho prospectors claim to have 
found placer diggings under tho moun- 
tains and many claims havo been located. 
Tho quartz ledges aro 2000 feet above 
sea-level and from nil appearances aro 
very rich. Free gold abounds in tho 
rock. Every washed boulder found in 
the crook is spotted and Beamed with gold. 
Tho district is named tho Auk quartz 
Cold, after a tribo of Indians.

STOCK SUFFERING — RAILWAY OPER- 
ATIONS—ICE JAM AND SNOW SLIDE. 



"It. V." writes from Spcnco's Bridgo 
on tho 2Gth January as follows : . 

Work is proceeding on tho railway line 
very favorably considering tho weather. 
Ah a rule the Chinamen turn out pretty 
welj; butthoy cannot stand the cold wind 
that is so prevalent hore. We have had 
quite a quantity of snow during tho last 
throe weoks; sleighing very good, but 
there aro unfortunately none of tho softer 
sex to tako out with us sleigh-riding. 

Stock and cattle will sutler badly where- 
ever preparations have not beon made to 
feed them. Some say their chances aro 
oven worse than last winter,for each layer 
of snow that has fallen received a hard 
crust before another fall camo. 

Up tho Nicola thero is a large ice jam, 
which when it breaks threatens to dam- 
age tho bridge very considerably. Thoro 
is also in tho same locality a snow slide 
through which a road will have to be 
cut. 

Recurring to railway works there is i> 
party of white men cribbing at Junction 
Flat, miles up the Thompson river, 
some carpenters at work around "Camp 
Nicola," some at tho government build- 
ings and blacksmiths all along the line. 
These with the teamsters are all the 
men at present at work. To these, how- 
ever, must bo added the officials and 
clerks in tho offices. We expect a busy 
timo hero in tho spring with a great in- 
flux of both white and Chinese labour. 
Thero ia plenty to be done, and a fair 
ihow for any number of men ivho irant 
dork. 

Weather continues cold hore varying 
from two degrees above to 10 and 12 do- 
grees bolow, and has reached 
10 degrees below. Of course, when tho 
wind is quiet this is not much; but with 
the Btrong wind wo experience blowing 
down the river I can assure you it is bit- 
ter cold. I foar somo of us will suffer 
from rheumatism, in the spring. Just 
now tho Chinamen aro busy preparing for 
their New Year's festival.

Mr. It. Sylvester left McDame creek 
on the 20th December ; Dense creek on 
the 23rd; Tolegraph creek on tho 27th 
and Wrangel on the 5th tilt., travelling 
the whole distance on the ice, and being 

19 days en route. General health in tho 
district was remarkably good. Tho win- 
ter is exceptionally fine; snow not at all 
doep and thermometer ranging high for 
that region of country. Thero was no 
snow at Wrangel nor was any seen on 
the coast all the way to Seymour Narrows. 
Business in all tho mining camps was very 
dull. From 90 to 100 men wero winter- 
ing on McDame creok and about as many 
more on Dcasc and Thibert. On the lat- 
ter creek tunnelling on the hill sides wus 
ahut down for the winter, consequently 
thoro is but little doing. On Telegraph 
creek a largo number of pack animals 
were getting along admirably. A few 
mon wore staying there. At Wrangel 
everything was quiet with but few peoplo 
in tho place. Tho Takou diggings were 
attracting considerable attention. Some 

20 men had gone from Cossiar among 
whom was Mr. J. W. McKonzio, who is 
well known in this city. Reliable informa- 
tion may, therefore, bo expected before 
long. Takou is about 150 or 100 milo3 
abovo Wrangel and easily accessible by 
water. Provisions aro plentiful in Cas- 
siar, but on Stickeen they wero getting 
rather scarce. Bacon and sugar, 45 cts 
and butter §1 per pound. What tobacco 
was thero is not fit to bo used. Brandy 
was 820 per case on Telegraph creek. 
Complaints about postal facilities, or ra- 
ther want of them, are long and loud. 
Contributing, as they do, vory largely to 
both Provincial and Dominion revenues 
the Cassiar people certainly have a strong 
claim for postal communication much 
oftoner than heretofore.

Council met at 7:55 p. m. Present. — 
HU Worship the Mayor in tho chair, and 
Councillors Shakespeare, Smith, Malleoli, 
McLoan, Wriglosworthand Vigileus. 
communication. 

From Messrs. Drake Jackson thanking 
tho Council for their appointment as 
legal advisors to the corporation. Re- 
ceived and filed. 

Coun. Shakospoaro was of tho opinion 
that tho mattor of City Barrister was loft 
to tho Mayor and Coun. Kinsman. 

His Worship stated that it was left to 
him to decide. 

From the agents of Senator Macdonald 
acknowledging tho receipt of a lottor from 
tho council respecting fonces on Niagara 
streot. 

Coun. Mansoll thought Mr. Macdonald 
should havo removed the fonces boforc 
this timo. 

Coun, Smith domurred to tho length of 
timo that Senator Macdonald had had for 
removing tho fonces. 

Coun. Wriglosworth was of tho opinion 
that tho order of the Council should be 
carried ont. 

Coun. Smith moved that the agents of 
Sonator Macdonald bo allowed ono week 
from this date to comply with the order 
of tho Council.

From Supt. O'Connor stating that Con- 
stablo Lindsay had rosignod and that 
John Walsh had beon appointed, subject 
to the approval of tho Council.

By this means good men would 
be appointed. 

REPORTS. 

Tho finance committee reported that 
the approximate revenue for expenditure 
on works was 818,500. This ia recom- 
mended to bo disbursed as follows: 

Sanitary §1200; survey commissioners, 
81200; city hall, §800; Beacon Hill Park, 
8-100; charitable institutions, 8280; con- 
tingencies, 82000; streot work, 812,650. 
Tho uncollected taxes wero 811.922, 
85,111 was on property that was liable to 
bo sold. 

Coun. Shakespeare inado some ex- 
planations respecting tho above figures 
and stated that the committoo was anxi- 
ous to keep tho expenditure within the 
revenue and to koop down interest. Tho 
committee proposed to sell property that 
was liablo for taxes and wero anxious to 
bo as economical as possible in spending 
tho revenues of tho city. 

Coun. Mansell did not g<> altogether 
with tho remarks nf Coun. Shakespeare 
with regard to the interest account at the 
bank. 

Coun. McLean thought tho report a 
good one and ought to bo carried out, 

His Worship stated thnt the amounts 
put down for expenditure wero only ap- 
proximate and that tho several sums 
might bo altered as circumstances re- 
quired. 

Coun. Shakespeare was of opinion that 
less work should ba dono at tho bo- 
ginning of tho year when days wero short 
and tho weather bad. Later in tho yoar 
tho work would bo better dono. 
His Worship.romnrkod that although tho 
ctiydobt appearod to be 820, 000 yet assets 
wero over 813,500, so that tho dobt was 
really much leas. 

Coun. McLoan thought it would be ad- 
visable to hand unpaid taxes over to a 
collector and see what could be dono with 
them. 

His Worship was of opinion that tho 
collection of unpaid taxes should be push- 
ed, as it was unfair to those who paid 
up their taxes to allow defaulters to avoid 
payment. 

Coun. Smith wanted the water works 
provided for; and water works wore ac- 
cordingly included with streets and tho 
report was adopted. 

Coun. McLean suggested that tho may- 
or and finance committee be authorized 
to appoint a collector for ovor duo tax ac- 
counts. This was accordingly ordered.

The Town Clerk, aa Clerk of the Como- 
tery Committoo, presented a report show- 
ing the number of burials, tho Bex and 
ago of oach individual, for each year sinco 
the cemetery was established on Decem- 
ber, 28th, 1872. Tho following is a sy- 
nopsis of the table:— Burials in Ross Bay 
Cemetery since 1873, inclusive: 1873, 80;

89; '79, 111; '80, 102. Total, 793. In- 
dians, 00; Chinamon, 107; Unknown, 19; 
Picked up at sea, 3. Grand total, 1017. 

Coun. Mansell considered the report a 
most excellent ono and moved its adop- 
tion. Carried. 

Report from City Surveyor, enumerat- 
ing the lota that hail been defined and 
those partios who had paid for tho lines. 

Coun. Mansoll moved that the list be 
placed in tho hands of Mr. Russell for 
collection of fees thereon. Carried. 

REVENUE. 

Conn. Shakespearo moved that a com- 
mittee of three bo appointed to wait on 
the Government and ask that all the 
liquor licenses bo handed over to the 
Council. In moving the above resolution 
ho cuntonded that the amount for liquor 
licenses should all be retained by the 
Council. The Government did nothing 
for the city and they ought not to retain 
any of its funds. 

Coun. McLean, is seconding, thought 
well of tho resolution and considered that 
the same committoo should consult with 
tho Government with regard to tho con- 
solidation Act. Carried. Committee: 
Councillors Shakespearo, Vigileus, and 
McLean, 

HOURS. 

Coun. Mansell moved that the oflico 
hours in city hall bo, from 1st March to 
1st Novomber, from 9 a. in. to 5. p. m, 
and from let Novomber to lat March from 
9n. m. to 4 p. in. Carried. 

PARK. 

Coun. Mansoll suggested that tho city 
surveyor mako a skotch of Beacon Hill 
park with a view of improving it as funds 
would admit, and further, that plans for 
its improvement be afterwards asked for. 
Carried. 

FINAXOK. 

Coun. Shakespeare offered a resolution 
to ompowor tho financo committo to ne- 
gotiate with tho managers of tho Bank of 
B. N. A. for an overdraft of 810,000 to 
bo used if required. 

Coun. Mansell statod that E. M. J ohn- 
son had explainod to him that tho 810 
spoken of at last mooting aa not having 
boon paid to tho Mechanics' InBtituto wbb 
paid to him for general purposes, 
and that ho would try to collect that 
amount and hand it over. 

WATER WASTE. 

Coun. Smith movod a rosolutiou to tho 
ollowiug effect; that parties who allow 
water to run oxcopt in frosty weather 
should hav» tho eam» shut off'; and that 



all who were found guilty of wasting 
water should bo subject to a tine of one 
dollar for each offence. 

CITY HAI.I.. 

Coun. Shakespearo suggested that the 
City Hall Committoo should look to the 
roof of the building as it was leaking, 
badly. 

Coun. Smith replied that it was being 
done. 

SIDEWALKS, 

Coun. Mansoll moved that the Council 
resolve itself into a committee of the 
whole on sidowalk by-law. Carried. 

Tho by-law passed through tho com- 
mittee with amendments and received its 
final reading. 

A number of accounts for the month of 
January took the usual course. 

Council adjourned to Wednesday even- 
ing tho 10th inst.

In tho case of Andrew, tho Hydah In- 
dian, on remand for assaulting a China- 
man on Monday last, a fine of 820 with 82 
costs, ov three months' imprisonmont was 
inflicted, his Honor remarking that as 
tho prisoner bore a bad charactor tho 
highest fino was imposed; although ho was 
of tho opinion that there was fault on 
both sides. 

Mason alias Johnson, on remand from 
Tuesday, for stealing a ring and mer- 
Bohauni pipe from an Indian woman wos, 
tho next caso heard. 

Tho prisoner wished, by permission of 
tho magistrate, to plead his own ease, and 
preferred to have it tried siuninonaiily. j 

Lizzy, tho owner of tho stolen property, 
statod that tho prisoner took away a 
watch as well as tho othor things, but 
returned tho former after keeping it ono 
day. He promised to return the pipe, but 
did not do so. 

Cross examined by prisonar. ---The ring 
was taken off her lingor by tho prisoner; 
the pipo was taken off her table; sho had 
movud from tho house sinco and had beon 
looking for prisoner, but could not find 
him. Did not see tho pipo and ring till 
police officer Hough took thorn to hot- 
house. 

S. Irwin deposed that ho went ono even- 
ing to prisoner's cabin. Ho was asked to 
tako a glass of grog, which was givon him 
out of a bottle. About 11 o'clock prison- 
er's friend came in and he askedhim whoro 
tho prisoner was; witness found that 800 
(all his money) was gone. Did not ro- ' 
membor anything till 11:30 o'clock after 
drinking the grog. Did not soo him again 
till Thursday last at. tho Royal Oak, when 
ho asked him for his money, 

His Honor here stated that taking tho 
money must bo a separate charge and that 
tho evidence must bo confined to tho mat- 
ter of the ring and pipo. 

Prisoner had tho ring produced in 
court on his finger, and gave it to him 
promising, that as ho had a 8100 coming 
from Sun Francisco, ho would give him 
§50 of tho money taken away from wit- 
ness; tho pipe was given in exchange for 
a smaller ono: prisonor said that an In- 
dian woman gave him the ring. 

Cross examined by prisoner.— Would 
not be positive whether prisonor said the 
ring belonged to an Indian woman. 

Prisoner. — Wero wo not both so blind 
drunk that we know nothing and wero 
making rail fonces nil over the street I 

Witness in reply said that he know 
what howasdoingbeforoho took the drink. 
Did not say that lie had civon prisoner his 
monoy. Could not say whether prisoner 
took the purse or whether witness gave it 
to him. 

To the Court. — Came to this city about 
tho 1st of January and when his monoy 
was taken he was left penniless. He was 
mate of tho barque Glen Fruin that was 
wrecked on the west coast. Had been 
doing nothing since. 

Officer Hough certified to finding the 
pipo und ring with Mr. Irwin and that 
the Indian woman recognized them as her 
property. 

Prisonor in defence stated that he had 
tho watch, ring and pipe in his possession 
and that after returning tho watch ho 
tried to find tho woman to give her back 
tho ring and pipo but could not do ho. 

Supt. O'Connor said that the prisoner 
was a suspicious character and had been 
doing a considerable trade in watches 
sinco ho camo hero about two months ago. 
He had not been doing any work that he 
knew of. 

His Honor stated to the prisoner that 
he had tho power to inliictapunishmorit of 
six months' imprisonment with hard labor. 

The evidence was much against him; 
but whatever extenuating circumstances 
there were should be taken into account. 
Ho had been guilty of petty larceny and 
all things considered threo months' im- 
prisonment with hard labor would be tho 
punishment inflicted.

(trout mo this favor. " In another letter, 
to an uncle, ho rofers at considerable 
length to tho trial, giving thoir counsel 
(Mr. Bolo) groatj>raiso for his efforts in 
their behalf. 

Tho McLeans do not appear to havo in- 
dulged much in letter writing, possibly 
owing to the circumstance of their having 
to employ an amanuonsis. On Friday 
lost, however, Allen got Haro to write a 
lotter for him to a friend, at present in 
tho Penitentiary. This lotter is full of 
contrition and good advice. Wo can only 
find room for a very few brief extracts : 
"When you get out of prison don't go into 
bad company. If you happen to seo somo 
poor devil drunk when you aro around, 
think of your poor friend Allen, say a 
prayer and go about your own buainoss. 

* * * * Look round, my dear friend, 
and scowhatwo have brought on ourselves. 
But what is done is done. If the past is bad, 
we can make tho future good; — so now let 
yourself commence and do the will of 
God. It is never too early to commence. 

* * ;t Do remember me in your pray- 
ers. I am suro I will not forgot you 
when I am in Heaven. We part for a 
while, but will meet again, and I hopo it 
will bo in a bettor place than this earth. 

* * * When you get out keep an oyo 
on my children and always think of your 
friend Allen; and lot God's will bo done 
— for what ho does is always the best." 

Wo have only to add that during thoir 
last days, they wroto a letter to tho 
Wardon's wife, expressing profound grati- 
tude for her great kindness to thorn, in 
frequently reading to them in their culls 
during thoir confinement. 

Whon Archio McLoan waH shaking 
hands with the Warden of tho gaol, on 
tho scaffold, he bent over and whispered, 
"Romember mo to littlo Willie." It ap- 
pears that, at their earnest request, 
"littlo Willie," tho Warden's son, waa 
sometimes permitted to be with the pri- 
soners — and it had dono poor Archio 
good. 

During tho execution on Monday the 
Roman Catholic Church bell was tolled.
